Captain Thompson further states that in the 
centre of this Shoal there were heavy breakers, 
the weather had been equally in the forenoon, but 
was then more moderate, though the breeze was 
fresh und a swell in corigequence. They had no 
Meridian Observation, but the Longitude was de- 
termined and laid down by good sights taken that 
morning and an excellent Chronometer.

The following Draft of a proposed Act was read in 
Council fur the first time on the Gih of January 1843. 
Act No, — or 1813. 

An Act for regulating inquiries into the truth of mat- 
ters implicating the publu conduct of Officers not 
removeable without the sanction of Government with- 
in the Prevideney of Fort St George in Madras. 








I. Whereas it is expedient to amend the provisions | 


contained in the Regulations concerning inquiries into 


the truth of matters iinplicating the public conduct of | 
European Officers, aud to extend the same to all Of | 


cers not removeable without the sanction of Govern- 
ment: 


It is hereby enacted, that Regulations IIL. of 1809, 
IL. of 1810, VI. of 1811, and VIIL of 1822, of the 
Madras Code, be repealed.

And it is hereby enacted, that in the Territo- 
ubject to the Presidency of Fort St. George in 
whenever either the Courts of Sudr and 
Fovjdaree Adawlut, or the Board of Revenue, shall 
‘de of opinion that subs grounds exist for making 
a regular and formal inquiry into the truth of any im- 
putation of official misconduct affecting any Officer 
Subject to their controul respectively, and not removes 
le without the sanction of Government, they shall 
submit the documents on which their opinion may be 
founded, together with a statement of the charges re- 
duced to distinct articles whioh they may propove to 
be made the subject of a regular investigation, to the 
Governor in Council of Fort St. George, for his con- 
sideration and orders. 


HI. And it ix hereby enacted, that any charge or 
information, of the description aforesuiil, may be pre- 
ferred’ direct to the Courts of Sudr and Foujdaree 
Adawlut, or to the Board of Revenue, respectivel: 
who shall examine the complainant or informant 
cumstantially upon oaths, or upon solemn affirmation 
if he be entitled to be exempted from taking an oath, 
and require the party accused to explain or reply to 

matters they may deem to need explanation and 
make such farther inquiries, upon oath or affirmation 
poo the subject as they may judge proper. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that any charge or 
information may also be made before any Judge, 
Magistrate, or Collector, for any acte of the descrip- 
tion beforementioned committed within their jurisdic- 
tion, respectively, who shall examine the complainants 
or informant ciroumstsotiaily upon oath, or upon 
solemn affirmation if he be entitled to be exempted 

taking an oath, and shall transmit the deposition 
so taken fo the Sudr and Foujdaree Adawlut, or to 
the Board’ of Revenue, aroordiag at the petvon a 
cused ales be subject to those Authoritice reapectively. 





















































V. And ii ia hereby provided, that it shall not be 
lawfal for the Courts of Sudr and Foujdaree Adawlut, * 
or the said Board, respectively, to act upon any euch 
charge or information, unless the person pr 
the same shall make oath, or solemn affirmation in 
case he be entitled to be exempted from taking an 
oath, that he believes the facta on which tho charge 
ie grounded to be true. 


VI. And it is hereby provided, that it shall be 
lawful for the Courts of Sudr and Foujdaree Adawlut, 
and for the anid Board, respectively, to dismiss any 
euch charge or information, where they do not see 
any substantial reason for cntering (uriker into the 
ingniry. Provided, that on every oecasion when they 
shall diamist any such charge or information, they 
shall aubmit the same, together with all the cireum- 
stances of the case, in hike manner as is provided iu 
Section UL, of this Act. 


And it in hereby provided, that the said 
Courts of Su nd Foujdaree Adawlut, and the said 
Board, respectively, may, at any stage of the inquiry 
into such matters as aforesaid, require the person 
preferring such charge or information as aforeeaid to 
furnish euch xecurity aa may bo deemed reasonable 
that he will attend und prosecute the charge to a cou- 
clusion, and in the event of security being so required 
all proceedings shall be stayed until the same shall be 
furnished accurdiagly. 


VIII And it is hereby provide, nevertheless, 
that if any matter of the nature afaresau, affecting 
such Officer av is mentioned in the second Section of 
this Act, ball appear in the course of any proceed= 
ings, whether preliminary or otherwise. which alall 
come before or be reported to either of the Courts of 
Sude and Foujdarce Adawlut, or the aaid Board, 
rerpectively, those authorities shall uct upon such 
matter, or institute such inquiry upan oath or affirmas 
tion as aforesaid, into the same as they shall deem

not directly subject to the Courts or Board above 
named, deem it necessary to institute proceedi 
agaiint any. such Officer, he shall appoint a Comm 
siouse wr Commissioners for muking a regular aud for- 
mabinguiry into the truth of the inatiers referred. 
























































And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be competent to 
the Governor in Coaneil by an Order of Couneil to 
determine in all eases where such Commissioner or 
Commissioners shall hold their aittings—as well within 
the local limita of Her Majesty's Supreme Court, as 
beyoud those limits. 


X. And it is hereby enacted? that on the appoint.

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GENERAL ORDERS BY THE HONORABLE THE PRESIDENT IN COUNCIL, 
FORT WILLIAM, |13ta January, 1843. 


No. 8 of 1845.—The Governor General is pleased to direct the publication of the fol lowing 
Despatch from Mayor General W. Nott, Commanding at Kaudahat, dated 12th January 1842, omit- 
ted to be printed at tho time of receipt. 

Candahar, 12th January, 1842, 

To Licutenant Colonel Stuart, 

Mily, Secy.to the Govt, of India. . 

S11,—T have the honor to acquaint you for the information of the Right Ilon'ble the Governor 
Goreril of India, that the rebal Atmy under the Comuind of Prince Sufetur Jung, Attah Mahomed, 
and other Chieftains, having approached to within filteen miles of Kand shar, | ths, morning moved 
outof the City with five and a half Regnments of Infantry, Shuh’s Ist Cavalry, a purty of Slanner’s 
Vlor , and Sixteen Guns—after a march of four hours over a very dufivult eoantry, I came an sight 
ofthe rebel Army, fiom fifteen to twenty thousand men, drawn up ima strong position on the right 
Bauk of the Urgundab, | immediately crossed the River, the troops matched to the attack, and in 
twer'y minutes carried their position aud dispersed their whole Army—the Cavahy witha troop of 
Horse Artillery were iustantly seut im pursuit and followed the fugitives about eight miles. ‘The 
‘Enemy’s loss was severe, their tiie was high aud wild, and our loss has been sery tnifling. I enclose 
a hist of killed and wounded.
